A reporter inquired ns to the Director's opinion ns to whether the 
Nation's press was out of line in cover. .go of the murder of Lee Harvey Oswald by Jack 
Ruby. The Director replied that v/jlh respect to the entire assassination matter therfe 
had been extreme unwarranted criticism of the press. He stated that the FBI never Las 
any difficulty in working with the press. He explained that our policy was "no comment" 
until a case is solved. The Director added that, of course, the Dalas police should not 
have allowed the press in the basement of the building when Oswals was being removed. 

A reporter inquired as to whether the F3I specifically warned the Dallas 
police that Jack Ruby planned to kill Lee Harvey Oswald, The Director stated that we had 
twice warned the Dallas police that information had been furnished the FBI that an 
attempt would be made against Oswald's life, however. Jack Ruby's name had not been 
given to the PEL 

A reporter asked the Director to explain the complete lack of alertness 
oh the part of the Dallas police in guarding Oswald. The Director replied, off the 
record, that there is a lot of "ham” in all cf us, however, f re -A las police were 
certainly "hamming it up" for the television cameras when, they brought Oswald through 
the basement of the building. The Director explained that wo had very strict rules i| 
the FBI concerning the handling of prisoners and concerning the com .ct of our $ 
investigations. 

A reporter stated that the Warren Commission had criticized the FBI 
because the FBI had • alien an unduly restrictive view of its authority in .•vcventir 3 
intelligence. The reporter Inquired as to whether the Dircctc. agreed With tliis 
criticism. The Director emphatically replied that the criticism by the Warren 
Commission was unwarranted, untrue, and a classic example of Monde/ morning 
quarterbacking. ’ he Director again reiterated "Jiat the FBI had not kno- *a of any 
vAvtence whatsoever in Oswald's background. As a result there had be: . no deed or 
necessity to fund .h Oswald's name to the Secret Service or to the Dallm. police. • ..
